conditions of Canada’s native In- 
dian tribes likely will result | 
from the renewed interest of the | 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, now on its 


fourth tour of Canada. Distin- 
guished anthropologists, headed 
by Prof. J. L. Myers, of Oxford 
University, and guided by Dr. 


Hartlan I. Smith, of the Victoria 
Memorial Museum, paid a visit 
te a colony of 50 Squamish In- 
dians in North Vancouver today 
and expressed themselves as 
shocked to learn of the condi- 
tions under which the Indians 
are living. 

The‘Indians are all pure bred and 
occupy the site which thefr race has 
held for countless years. There are | 
only, 440 survivors of the race at) 
present and the group at Capilano ‘s 
one of the jargest. The natives ob- 
viously are sufferinc trom their | 
proximity to, and attempts to copy | 
the whites, however, and their } 
shacks are in bad repair, and san! 
tary conditions are practically ait, 
the scientists found. 

Culture is Decaying 

On the three previous occasions 
when the British Association visited 
Canada, attention was paid to na- 
tive tribes and the body succeeded | 
in tmpressing the governments with | 
the necessity for maintaining tho 
rapidly decaying culture, and the re- 
search supported originally by the 
association was taken over by the 
ethnological survey. Much remaing 
to be done, however, and the an-/ 
thropologists who inspected the! 
remnants of the Squamish nation | 
this afternoon expressed themselves 
in strong terms. 

“The question hans been dragging | 
on for 30 years and it is time a/| 
firmer policy was adopted,” declar- 
ed Prof. Myers who has kept close 
watch on the welfare of the native 
clans. “he question of the. protec- 
tion of the Indians is not only of 
tremendous scientific importance | 
but it has deep economic signifi- 
cance.” ;
